Missouri.

Blake Hertzberg, 1206 Willow Circle, spoke in opposition to the proposed location of the
Animal Shelter. Mr. Hertzberg believes there is a better location for the animal shelter,
shouldn’t be in the park. Kathleen Kedigh, 1214 Willow Circle, also spoke in opposition
of the location of the proposed animal shelter. Could bring property values down, could
have issues with strays, noise, dust, shouldn’t be located by a park. Dave Lindsay,
1205 Willow Circle, Marmaduke Park is a great attraction for the community and would
hate to see it become less because of an animal shelter. Shelly Lindsay, 1205 Willow
Circle, agreed with the other comments about opposition of the location of the animal
shelter.

City Attorney, Bill McCaffree, stated that even after passage of this ordinance the
location of the shelter can be changed, we would just amend our application for the
USDA funding with the proper location.
